iSAYS HE’S ASHAMED 
ON JUDGE’S REBUKE 


“‘A Very Poor Return to

You,” Jurist Declares. 


NEW YORK, April 4 (AP).—Jack 
Benny, radio, stage and movie co- 
median, threw himself on the mercy 
of the United States District Court 
today and admitted his guilt to 


purchase of $2131 worth of jewelry 
as a gift for Mary Livingstone, his 
wife and partner. 

Judge Vincent L. Leibell sen- 
tenced Benny to pay three fines 
totaling $10,000 and to serve a 
year and a day in prison. The pris- 
on sentence, however, was suspend- 


ed. The duty onthe smuggled arti- 
cles would have been $700. 

George Burns, also'a radio and 
stage comedian, pleaded guilty to 
virtually the same charges last Dec. 
12. He was fined $8000 and given 
a suspended sentence of one year 
and a day. 

Albert N. Chaperau, a co-defend- 
ant with Burns as well as with 
Benny, pleaded guilty to both 
charges and is still awaiting sen- 
tence. Both Benny and Burns pur- 
chased jewelry which Chaperau 
brought into the country. 

The Government did not contend 
the two comedians had actually 
done any smuggling. 


Attorney Tells About It. 


Carl E. Newton, Benny’s attor- 
ney, started to address the Court 
in the comedian’s behalf after 
United States Attorney* John T. 
Cahill. had outlined the _ indict- 
ment, but Judge Leibell shut him 
off. 

“I don’t want to know anything 
about. that,” the Judge said. “If 
you can tell me the circumstances 
surrounding Benny’s acquaintance- 
ship with Chaperau and any exten- 
uating circumstances in regard to 
it, I would be glad to listen.” 
Newton began his explanation. 
Benny and Miss Livingstone, he 
said, met Chaperau casually in Hol- 
lywood in the summer of 1937 be- 
fore Benny and his wife went to 
Europe. In Paris, Newton said, 
Benny bought two diamond-studded 
gold clips and a diamond-studded 
gold bracelet with a total value of 
$2131. 

They then.went to Cannes and 
were at breaktast one morning 
when Chaperau greeted them and 
renewed his acquaintanceship. As 
they were leaving Cannes for the 
north of France and their’ ship 
back to the United States, Chaperau 
boarded the train and suggested 
that Benny give him the jewelry 
as he could bring it in duty free. 
Benny and his wife arrived in 
New York on Aug. 30, 1937, and 
Chaperau followed on Oct. 7 with 
the jewelry. 

“Somewhere on his person he se- 
creted the jewelry which got past 
the customs,’ Newton said. “Dur- 
ing October, Chaperau turned the 
jewelry over to Benny through a

Bert F. Fenn was disbarred, and 
his license to practice law was re- 
voked, by the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals today, in a decision over- 
ruling the recommendatfon of the 
court’s commissioner, Charles E. 
Rendlen of Hannibal, that he should 


be suspended for one year only, for 
professional misconduct in solicita- 
tion and handling of occupational 
disease lawsuits. 

In an opinion of 36 typewritten 
pages, the Court of Appeals held 
that Fenn had “brazenly and per- 
sistently flouted the code of ethics 
of his profession,” and that his con- 
duct was calculated, “if .unre- 
strained, to bring the bar into pub- 
lic disfavor.” 


Sustains Bar Exceptions, 


The Court sustained the excep- 
tions filed to Commissioner Rend- 
len’s report by counsel for the State 
Bar Committee. The committee 
counsel asserted in their excep- 
tions, filed with the Court Feb. 21, 
that the evidence heard by the 
Commissioner showed Fenn to be 
guilty of unethical practices to such 
an extent that permanent disbar- 
ment was the only adequate rem- 
edy, and the proposed year’s sus- 
pension would be inadequate. 

At the same time, the Court over- 
ruled the exceptions filed by Fenn 
to the Commissioner’s report. Fenn 
contended that the evidence did not 
show conduct calling for any ac- 
tion, and that Commissioner Ren- 
dien, in recommending suspension, 
was influenced by “passion and 
prejudice.” 

Defendant Did Not Testify. 


Fenn’s failure to testify in his 
own defense was cited by the Court 
as a damaging circumstance. Wit- 
nesses had testified, the Court said, 
that he employed runners to solicit

The gravest of the charges éfainst 
Fenn, the Court held, was that he 
suggested to clients that they give 
false testimony in support of their 
claims. “No more serious charge 
can be made against a lawyer,” it 
was stated, “than that he is en- 
couraging clients or witnesses to 
testify falsely. Such conduct of- 
fends against common decency and 
honesty.” In this connection, ref- 
erence was made to letters, written 
by Fenn to a Farmington lawyer, 
asking him to “drill” witnesses in 
their testimony.

Alexandretta Has Fine Harbor. 

The District of Alexandretta, 
with a population of 200,000 and 
a magnificent harbor about 18 
miles wide, has an area of 10,000 
square miles. 

By the French-Turkish treaty of 
friendship signed July 4, 1938, an 
equal number of Turkish and 
French troops were to be stationed 
in the district, which was a part 
of the League of Nation’s Syrian 
mandate to France. 

In exchange, France was report- 
ed to have received guarantees its 
warships and those of its allies 
could pass through the Dardanelles 
from the Mediterranean into the 
Black Sea. in case of war. 

Recently, however, Turkey was 
reported dissatisfied with this ar- 
rangement. 

The French withdrew all Syrian 
and French troops from the port 
of Alexandretta last October, after 
Turkish troops had marched in. 

The district, officially called the 
State of Hatay, was left almost ex- 
clusively. in the hands of Turkish 
officials, and under the rule of a 
parliament in which, by French 
agreement, Turks held a majority. 


Parliament to Vote Annexation. 

That Parliament, the French 
press said, will vote the district’s 
annexation to Turkey. 

Le Figaro, in its account, asked 
whether Premier Edouard Daladier, 
who has frequently said France 
would not cede an inch of terri- 
tory, included Syria and Alexan- 
dretta as a part of the French Em- 
pire. 

The Premier’s declarations usual- 
ly have been taken as referring to 
Italy’s Colonial claims against 
France. 

“The Turks will go further than 
that,” said Le Figaro. “At Alep- 
po (important city of Syria 25 miles 
south of the Turkish border), a city 
of 320,000 where the Turks are only 
an infinitesimal minority, pro-Turk 
committees will invite Turkey of- 
ficially to annex Aleppo as well as 
free its oppressed citizens. 

“The Turks know the German 
method. If we let them take the 
Sanjak (district of Alexandretta), 
we will lose all of Syria and lose 
it with dishonor.” 

Alexandretta, as well as all 
Syria, was. a part of the Ottoman 
Empire until after the World War. 


SENATE APPROVES BILL TO TAX 
FEDERAL AND STATE SALARIES 


Measure Goes to Conference Com- 
mittee to Adjust Differences 
With House. 

WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP).— 
The Senate approved legislation to- 
day authorizing the Federal Gov- 
ernment to tax the salaries of state 
employes and states to tax the pay 
of Federal workers. The Supreme 
Court recently upheld the consti- 
tutionality of such taxation. 

The measure prevents retroactive 
taxation by exempting salaries 
paid before last January. 

The bill goes now to a joint Sen- 
ate-House conference committee 
for adjustment of differences be- 
tween it and similar legislation al- 
ready approved by the House. All 
taxes under the Senate bill.

It was still not known here just 
what part Russia would play in 
the new collective security. Cham- 
berlain told Commons yesterday he 
was willing to co-operate with any 
Power against aggression regard- 
less of ideology. 

Meanwhile French Air Minister 
Guy la Chambre, here to discuss 
co-ordination of British and French 
aviation production programs, 
called at 10 Downing street.

SOCIAL SECURITY TAX RULING

to pay social security taxes on 
“back pay” given strikers on rein- 
statement under National Labor 
Relations Board orders. 

The Treasury said the Social Se- 
curity Act taxes only wages paid 
“in remuneration for employment,” 
and characterized the “hack pay” 
as “payments to the employes on 
account of unemployment caused 
by an unfair labor practice.”

“Sometimes men who are promi- 
nent in pictures and radio are just 
easy marks for smart people.

“You have undoubtedly made a 
fortune and shouldn’t have fallen 
in with a scheme to defraud the 
United States Government and the 
country in which you acquired 
your prominence and your wealth. 
It was small stuff. 

“If I thought you really planned 
to do so and it was your own sug- 
gestion, I would take a different 
view of the case. 

“Every shrewd person seeks out 
those who are prominent, and you 
are in a position today you per- 
haps thought you would never oc- 
cupy. It is a bitter end to a stu- 
pid play.” 

Judge Leibell continued: “I doubt 


fine. He must realize he cannot do 
these things, I do not think, how- 
over, a jail sentence would serve 
the ends of justice, but the lesson 
must be such as to bring home to 
him and to all others that they 
must be constantly on guard and 
play fair with their Government.” 
Benny Says He’s Ashamed. 

Judge Leibell then turned to 
Benny and said: 

“You must feel very much 
ashamed of yourself standing here 
today.

Benny stood with downcast eyes 
and replied in a voice that was 
scarcely audible: “I am ashamed.” 

Judge Leibell then pronounced 
sentence and ordered Benny to re- 
port at two-week intervals to the 
probation officer of the United 
States District Court in Los An- 
geles for one year. 

After his plea of guilty Benny is- 
sued a statement in which he said 
he felt some “explanation is due 
my fans.” The statement, in part, 
follows: 

“I was accused of having brought 
a bracelet and two clips into the 
United States without paying duty. 
There is not now and never has 
been any dispute about the facts. 
The jewels, which cost $1400, were 
bought in France as a present to 
my wife. They were brought into 
the United States by Mr. Chaperau. 
I understood from him that there 
would be a perfectly legitimate sav- 
ing in the amount of duty which 
would have to be paid. I had no 
intention of defrauding the Gov- 
ernment.” | 

The courtroom was packed with 
400 spectators, mestly admirers of 
the wise-cracking comedian, with 
standees lining the wall at the back 
of the room.

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SEC SURVEYS CREDIT 


NEED OF SMALL FIRMS 


Studies, in Co-operation With 
Junior C. of C. Will Be 
Made in 570 Cities. 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP).— 
The Secifrities Commission an- 
nounced last night a nation-wide 
survey of the credit needs of small 
business men. 

Commissioner Jerome M. Frank 


told reporters the survey would be 

made on behalf of the monopoly in- 

vestigating committee and in co- 
operation with the United States 

Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

Saying that it would take at 
least eight weeks to gather the 
basic material of the study and 
considerably longer to complete it, 
Frank indicated that the conclu- 
gions would not be ready for action 
at the present session of Congress. 
Sponsors of six pending bills in 
Congress to facilitate small busi- 
ness credit had been consuited 
about the survey, he said. 

The Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce, he explained, would make 
studies in each of the 561 cities in 
which it has chapters, and the SEC 
would make special surveys in more 
than a dozen cities.

TWO POLISH EXILES RETURN,

—The return of two famous Polish 
political exiles was announced of- 
ficially yesterday as efforts were

It was announced that Vincent 
Witos, peasant party leader, who 
was Premier in 1920 and 1921, and 
from 1923 to 1926, was in prison 
here awaiting probable pardon aft- 
er having voluntarily returned from 
six years of exile in Switzerland and 
Czecho-Slovakia. 

Wladyslaw Kiernik, former Min- 
ister of the Interior and a collabo- 
rator of Witos, also returned and, 
after being jailed for several days, 
was released for six months with 
the understanding a pardon would 
be granted. 


Witos was exiled after being con- 
victed in 1932 of attempting ‘to over- 
throw the Government of Marshal 
Pilsudski.

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MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S NEW POLICY. 

It is a little difficult to understand the new 
language Mr. Chamberlain is speaking, in view of 
the extreme lengths to which he carried his appease- 
ment policy last fall. And apparently Mr. Chamber- 
lain himself feels that he must reassure those in 
his world-wide audience who are puzzied by what 
seems an about-face. He reminds us that, even last 
September, on the eve of Munich, he said that, if he 
became convinced that any nation had made up its 
mind to dominate the world by force, he would feel 
it must be resisted. 

Since then, the Munich agreement has been shat- 
tered and also the supposition that German demands 
would he satisfied with the acquisition of Sudeten 
and Austrian Germans. Hitler, in fact, specifically 
said he had no more territorial demands to make 
and that he “did not want any Czechs.” Now he 
has the Czechs, with .their gold, with their 1500 
fighting airpianes and with their Skoda munitions 
works. Mr. Chamberlain, who believed everything 
Hitler told him last September, now believes nothing. 

The change in Mr. Chamberlain extends even to 
hi; view of Russia. Last fall he shouldered Russia, 
one of the interested Powers, out of the Munich 


in Kansas City is delving into the matter. As for 
the litigation over the 10 per cent decrease ordered 
in 1922, that ended long ago, and with considerable 
credit to Gov.

Congress to vote the inquiry. By the time the hear- 
ings were half completed, Dr. Morgan had withdrawn 
or greatly modified most of his charges. The ma-

consent of a potential ally of possibly decisive im- 
portance. Now, he welcomes the co-operation of 
Russia, despite the “ideological differences” between 
the two countries. Can he obtain Russia’s co- 
operation now? 

The incident recalls an anecdote about Lord Pal- 
merston, Queen Victoria’s great Minister. Taken 
to task by a parliamentary heckler as to a change 
of attitude toward a European neighbor, Palmerston 
frankly and cynically laid down the basic law of the 
Government’s foreign policy: “England has no per- 
manent friends and no permanent enemies.” 

Last Friday’s announcement, that Great Britain 
would go to Poland's defense if Polish independence 
were threatened and if she resisted to save it, was 
a tangible commitment that created some surprise. 
Hitler wants Danzig and in all probability will get 
Danzig, but that city is not owned by Poland. 
Hitler wants and will probably get a passage through 
the Polish Corridor to East Prussia. But, if there 
was a major threat to Polish independence, it was 
not generally known. Then what is the meaning of 
Mr. Chamberlain’s sudden commitment? 

Mr. Chamberlain now promises British support to 
preserve the independence of all states which might 
be threatened with aggression. Although he qualifies 
this by excluding minor frontier incidents, it is a 
very large order, indeed. Would it include Latvia, 
Estonia, Liechtenstein? Would it include the Ukraine 
if Hitler should march into that part of Soviet Rus- 
sia? Obviously, it does not include China. In so sweep- 
ing a policy, can Mr. Chamberlain command in ad- 
vance, and before the character or type of aggression 
becomes known, the united support of his own people, 
and can he command the support of necessary allies? 

The fear arises that, whereas Mr. Chamberlain 
was too pliant in the pre-Munich negotiations, he 
is permitting his disillusionment now to carry him 
dangerously far in the other direction. Is it neces- 
sary for him, in connection with the vitally necessary 
business of forming an effective anti-Nazi bloc of 
nations, to become so openly bellicose? 

Perhaps so. Perhaps the Hitler campaign of 
aggrandizement is not yet halted and fresh conquests 
are on the schedule. But the fact is that Mr. 
Chamberlain, by his course at Munich and elsewhere, 
has forfeited confidence in his capacity for leader- 
ship which cannot be easily restored.

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HOW TO GET BETTER MOVIES. 

Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, president of Stanford 
University and former Secretary of the Interior, has 
called attention to the best practical way to obtain 
better movies: pressure by the public upon exhib- 
itors. But before that pressure can make itself felt, 
there must be a change in the system of booking 
pictures. At present, exhibitors are required to con- 
tract in advance for a group of films of unknown 
caliber, with little or no choice allowed them. 

Dr. Wilbur is president of the Motion Picture Re- 
search Council, which is centering fire upon the block- 
booking evil. It is urging passage of the Neely bill, 
again before the present Congress after approval by 
the Senate but failure in the House last year. The 
movie-going public—70,000,000 strong every week— 
should be quick to lend support to this measure. 
Community taste cannot make itself felt effectively 
so long as the neighborhood theater operator has so 
little to say about what pictures he shows. 
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With charts and graphs, Congressman Bruce Barton 
is offering evidence to his colleagues that business 
is always better when the President is on vacation. 
Is he trying to say to F. D. R., “Here’s your hat”? 
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MISSOURI'S TWO INSURANCE RATE CASES. 

Missouri has had a long-drawn and complicated 
rate.controversy with the stock fire insurance com- 
panies, extending back almost 17 years. It would 
not be surprising if some confusion arose over its 
details, and one readily understandable misconception 
is to lump into one case what were in fact two dis- 
tinct proceedings. 

The fight began when Insurance Commissioner 
Ben C. Hyde ordered a 10 per cent reduction in rates, 
effective Nov. 15, 1922. The companies fought this 
order all the way to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Rebuffed everywhere, they began injunction 
proceedings, and again lost in the Supreme Court. 
Before that court had ruled, the companies sought 
a compromise, which Gov. Henry S. Caulfield re- 
jected, on Aug. 5, 1929. Refunds began, and eventu- 
ally reached a total of $12,750,000, virtually winding 
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up the case. However, on Dec. 31, 1929, the compa- 
nies launched a_ counter-stroke, which opened the 
second insurance case. 

This took the form of the announcement of a 16 2-3 
per cent increase in rates. The State resisted, and a 
long series of suits began, while the policyholders’ 
excess payments were impounded. Then, in May, 
1935, came the notorious “compromise,” engineered 
by Superintendent of Insurance O’Malley, whereby 
80 per cent of the impounded $9,000,000 was awarded 
to the companies, their lawyers and agents, while 


_ | only 20 per cent went to the policyholders. For his 
| handling of the case, Gov. Stark fired O'Malley. ‘

‘continues to make headlines, as more details are dis- 


finding them to be “without foundation, not sup- 
ported by the evidence and made without due con- 
sideration of the available facts.” 

The minority report, signed by three Republican 
members of the committee, makes an altogether dif- 
ferent finding. It accuses the power agency of waste 
and inefficiency, and of “arbitrary, dictatorial and 
unbusinesslike” practices. Its suggestions deserve 
consideration by the TVA, but their weight is re- 
duced by the manner in which two of the minority 
members, Representatives Wolverton of New Jersey 
and Jenkins of Ohio, sought to insinuate dishonesty 
at virttially every stage of the hearings. It is note- 
worthy that even the minority report makes no men- 
tion of corruption, though this was the great outcry 
in partisan circles when the inquiry was launched. 

The broadest of charges were made at that time. 
Senator Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, said in a 
radio address that TVA was “another Teapot Dome.” 
The outcome of the prolonged inquiry, in both major- 
ity and minority reports, makes such a charge look 
ridiculous. 

TVA doubtless has its faults. Mistakes have 
naturally been made in the huge and many-sided 
experiment. But on whatever other counts its ad- 
ministrators may be condemned from the minority 
point of view, the charge of corruption has fallen flat. 
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CHICAGO’S VOTE-GETTER. 

Mayor Kelly of Chicago hopes to poll a record total 
of a million votes in that city’s election today, and 
that is probably what the count will show. 

The man is a maker of records. He wa ected 
in 1935 by a record vote. In the recent primary, he 
distanced the entire field. His Democratic opponent, 
State’s Attorney Courtney, and the two Republican 
contestants, Dwight Green, who was nominated, and 
Big Bill Thompson, the forgotten man, ran severally 
and jointly behind Kelly. The Republican tally fell 
short of Kelly’s by something like 650,000 votes. 

In one department or another, Kelly has been on the 
public payroll for 45 years. Whether that’s a Chi- 
cago record we can’t say, but, record or not, it’s good.

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FASCIST SETBACK IN BELGIUM. 


The outcome of Belgium’s general election is a| 


setback to its domestic Fascists, and also to thd 
German program of making another territorial gain. 
The recovery of Eupen and Malmedy, two districts 
taken from Germany after the World War and hand- 
ed to Belgium, has long been a Nazi goal. The 65,000 
citizens of the region rebuffed this ambition by de- 
feating every candidate of the pro-Nazi party there. 

In the country at large, Leon Degrelle’s Rexist 
party lost 17 of its 21 seats in the Chamber and seven 
of its 12 seats in the Senate. This great loss in 
strength from the Fascist showing in the 1936 elec- 
tion demonstrates that Belgians are fully aware of the 
menace to their little country. 

In addition to playing upon the German minority, 
Hitler propagandists have sought to stir up the 
Flemish inhabitants of Belgium against the slightly 
smaller Walloon group. This method succeeded with 
Czecho-Slovakia, but the election returns show that 
Belgium patriotism is still immune to the tactics 
of divide and rule.

There is a limit, a psychological 
limit, to human endurance. Un- 
limited and unchecked terror can 
be worse than war—at least it can 
be harder, mentally, to bear.

He Gains Warren Award for 
Research Into Functions of 
Frontal Brain- Lobes.

PRINCETON, N. J., April 4. — 
The Howard Crosby Warren medal 
for outstanding work in experi- 
mental psychology was presented 
to Dr. Carlyle F. Jacobsen of the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine in St. Louis by the So- 
ciety of Experimental Psychologists 
here last night. 
He received the medal, awarded 
annually, in recognition of research 
leading to a description of the 
functions of the frontal lobes of 
the brain. The presentation was 
made by Dr. Herbert S. Langfeld, 
chairman of the Princeton Uni- 
versity department of psychology. 


The experiments of Dr, Jacob- 
sen, begun five years ago at Yale

His 
people look somewhat like puppets 
set down on a stage set with a wry 
smile, and they have come to re- 
tain a curious charm through the 
two centuries. 

Longhi was well represented in 
the loan exhibit of eighteenth cen- 
tury Venetians at the museum 
three years ago, but this is the 
first work of his which the museum 
owns. It has been hufg in Gal- 
lery 6. 

The Sargent acquisition, a head 
of a young Parisian etcher named 
Henri Lefort, was bought from 
the Schneider-Gabriel Galleries of 
New York for $2650. It was paint- 
ed in 1882 when Sargent was only 
26 years old but had already at- 
tracted considerable attention in 
Paris. 

It is a good representation of 
Sargent’s slap-dash style, possibly

Prof. Bateman Edwards of Le- 
high University has been appointed

300,000, CASADO SAYS 


Spanish Leader, Ill, on Way to 
England—Declares Franco 
Went Back on Word.

1939.) 


MARSEILLE, Fran France, April 4.— 


Col, Segismundo Casado, the lead- 
er of the “national defense” junta 
which seized power in Republican 
Spain a month ago, arrived yester- 
day at Marseille aboard the Brit- 
ish hospital ship Maine In a group 
of about 170 refugees, the majority 
of them civilians. All left a few 
hours later in a special train for 
Sieppe, where they embarked today 
for temporary homes in England, 
Casado declared while here that 
he had saved the lives of 300,000 
or 400,000 men by ousting loyalist 
Premier Juan Negrin and his cab- 


Madrid and the rest of republican 
Spain to the Nationalists. He 
semed a little sad as he told the 
story of his failure to obtain better 
peace terms from Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco before surren- 
dering Madrid six days ago, but he 
said he had done the best that 
could have been done and had no 
regrets. 

Why He Fought Communists. 

He proclaimed himself an ar- 
dent anti-Fascist, and said he 
wished it to be known that he was 
not an anti-Communist. When a 
revolt against his peace program 
developed at Madrid he turned 
Spanish guns on Spanish Commu- 
nists, not, he said, because they 
were Communists, but because they 
opposed his junta, which be be- 
lieved offered the only hope for an 
honorable peace. 

Casado told his story to news- 
paper men as he sat in a crowded 
railroad coach at the Marseille sta- 
tion. A small man, thin and evi- 
dently extremely fatigued, he was 
wearing a dark brown topcoat, 
dark suit in need of pressing, a 
soiled shirt with brown and light 
stripes, a dark green tie and un- 
polished black shoes, much worn. 
His forehead was sunburned and 
peeling, and he gazed at his ques- 
tioners through thick, green-tinted 
glasses. 

He spoke in broken French, and 
this igs a free translation of some- 
thing he said: “I have no regrets. 
The war is over. Franco has 
promised amnesty for all except 
criminals and Government and 
political leaders. But even to the 
end I hoped and believed we could) 
make a better peace. Negrin could 
have done no more, and might have 
done less.” 

Casado said he surrendered Ma- 
drid at 7 a. m. Tuesday, and that 
three and a half hours later he was 
en route to Valencia by airplane. 
He denied he had been arrested. 
He said he had surrendered quick- 
ly because at the last minute Gen. 
Franco had gone back on an agree- 
ment to accept a symbolic surren- 
der in the form of the delivery of 
loyalist airplanes to Franco’s air 
field.

Praise for the Duchess

CHICAGO, April 4. 
T long last, believe it or not, an 
A Englishman — and a clergyman 
at that—has said something nice 
about the American-born Duchess 
of Windsor. 

“The Duchess has had a fine ef- 
fect upon the former King. She is 
‘the one person who has been able 
to influence him toward a more 
serious, worthwhile life,” says 
Canon Charles E. Raven, chaplain 
to King George VI, professor of di- 
vinity at Cambridge University and 
canon of Ely Cathedral, who was in 
Chicago last week-end to fulfill 
several speaking engagements. 

The Duke of Windsor is no lon- 
ger a playboy, and Wallis, his 
Duchess, can take the bows for this 
transformation, said the Canon in 
fancy English and clipped accents. 

“Scratch an Englishman and you 
find a Puritan,” the thin, middile- 
aged canon, who sometimes 
preaches in His Majesty’s private 
chapel, continued as his blue eyes 
twinkled beneath the only hirsute 
to those 
shaggy bird-nest brows of U. S. At- 
torney-General Frank Murphy. 


“If Wallis had been ‘officially re- 
spectable,” she would and could 
have made a real king out of His 
Royal Highness,” the English canon 
said. “But no matter how respecta- 
ble a woman's private life may be, 
her official respectability is ques- 
tionable in the eyes of the English- 
man when she has been twice di- 
vorced.” 

Canon Raven, who is an ardent 
pacifist and who is in the United 
States on a lecture tour, believes 


the great mass of Englishmen 
would welcome the return of the 
IC ‘:c and Duchess of Windsor to 
the former’s homeland. 

“Always providing,” the canon 
hastily amended, “it wouldn’t put 
the Duke in a false position either 
as an outcast or a hero. Either 
role would be intolerable to him, 
and certainly not of his own 
choice.” 


The Canon doesn’t’ believe -the 
Duke has either the outlook or the 
stability to lead a. world-wide paci- 
fist movement, as was suggested in 
New York several weeks ago at a 
meeting of the Friends of the Duke 
of Windsor. The Canon, who went 
through the World War, doubts 
that anything is worth fighting 
for, as he believed so ardently 
from 1914 to 1918. 


“Modern war can’t achieve any- 
thing worth the sacrifice,” he said. 
“We have seen it fail to obtain or 
secure freedom, justice or liberty 
for the world.” 

Englishmen,.as a whole. approve 
of Chamberlain's foreign policy. 
Those who, like the Canon, lived 
through the last war, have a horror 
of another war with vast loss of 
lives and the cost it cntails. 

Concerning Hitler’s recent moves 
through Central Europe, Canon Ra- 
ven said, “A year ago the German 
people approved of Hitler’s policies, 
Today they are fed up and begin- 
ning to voice criticism openly. 
Their standards of living have 
steadily grown worse, despite the 
additional territory the nation has 


acquired.”

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A MAN WHO KNOWS HIS PIPES 


Henry J. Jost Has Been Making Them for 55 Years—Lists Some Rules for Guidance of Smokers 


By Virginia Irwin 


F there’s anything to the old say- 
fins that you can always trust a 

man who smokes a pipe, Henry 
J. Jost is a man you could trust 
with your wife or your wallet. Pipe 
making is Jost’s business. Has 
been for 55 years. Pipe smoking 
is his specialty. He actually teaches 
it. Abusing a good pipe and kick- 
ing a dog are to him equal evils. 
And if you think there’s nothing 
more to pipe smoking than just 
puffing, don’t say so in the pres- 
ence of Henry Jost. He's apt to go 
slightly berserk. 


Known to his cronies among the 
pipe-smoking gentry of St. Louis 
as “The Duke,” Jost holds a sort 
of perpetual open house at his pipe 
shop on Sixth street. Pipe smokers 
drop in to puff a pipeful and stay 
to discuss by the hour the gentle 
art of pipe smoking. Newly enrolled 
devotees of the pipe drop in for 
their “lessons.” Out-of-towners 
come in for a chat with the man 


whose name is nationally known 


among pipe smokers. Women come 
in to get Jost’s advice on how to 
pry their husbands loose from 
pipes with an antisocial odor and 
Jost hands out advice on pipe 
cleaning and care. 


“For 55 of my 69 years I have 
been a pipe maker and never have 
I seen people go wild over pipes 
like in the last five years,” this 
kindly old German beamed when I 
visited him in his pipe emporium 
the other day. “Now all college 
boys want to smoke pipes, and it 
makes me happy because these 
youngsters make such good schol- 
ars. They do what I tell them. 
When I tell them to always apply 
a thin coating of honey, syrup or 
molasses on the inside of the bowl 
before filling a new pipe, they do it. 
They clean their pipes like I tell 
them, too. They make good pupils. 

Born in Bermuthshain, Hessen, 
Henry Jost started in his trade as 
a pipe maker at the age of 14. From 
“the old country” he came to 
America at the age of 21 and he 
still remembers the six cinnamon 
buns he and his bride bought for a 
nickel in Cincinnati on ~~ way 
to St. Louis. | 

“I liked America from that day 
on,” he told me very seriously. 
“And I wouldn’t give you a nicke! 
for Germany. I make a good citi- 
zen. I have never been arrested. 
I have never been drunk. And I 
pay my taxes. I make a darn bet- 
ter citizen that a lot of the people 
who were born here.” 

Jost’s enthusiasm for the United 
States excels even his devotion to 
his pipes. He took out his first 
citizenship papers only two months 
after he had opened his little pipe 
shop at 1424 South Broadway back 
in 1892. In those days Jost made 
every pipe he sold entirely by hand. 
He imported the briar or meers- 
chaum in its crude state and carved 
his pipes by hand with the aid of 
only the simplest of machinery. By 
the end of the World War Henry 
Jost had prospered to the point 
where he could purchase his own

Briar Forest on the Island of Cor- 
sica. And as the demand for his 
pipes grew he contracted with an 
English firm of pipe makers in Lon- 
don to take care of the “roughing 
in” process. All of Jost’s pipes now 
come to him in their rough state 
and he finishes them by — here 
in St. Louis. 

Jost thinks the English are the 
best pipe smokers in the world and 
while there are only about two 
shops like Jost’s Sixth Street Pipe 
Shop in the United States, there 
are many such places in London 
where nothing but pipes is sold 
and where customers study the art 
of pipe smoking. 

“T have no salesmen,” Jost in- 
formed me. “I don’t need them. My 
customers do my selling for me. 
A man who has smoked a Jost pipe 
meets another man who complains 
gbout his pipe. ‘See Jost,” my cus- 
tomer says. So pretty soon I have 
another customer.” 

If Jost sounds slightly conceited 
over his pipe prowess, the old gen- 
tleman is to be excused. His cus- 
tomers have spoiled him. They 


have paid for their pipes in cash, 
but they pay for their pleasure in 
praise. 

“All day long my customers come 
in,” Jost laughs. “And all day long 
they tease me that my pipes are 
no good.”

OST says that to make a good 
Joire you must first understand 

wood, It’s something like buying 
meat, he says. If you don’t under- 
stand quality you get a tough steak. 
If a pipemaker doesn’t know his 
wood, he turns out a bum pipe. 
Jost leans heavily on quality and 
scorns mass production. He scorns 
tricky patented features advertised 
by pipe manufacturers, too. In fact 
he fairly snorts at “pipes with 
plumbing works”—his way of de- 
scribing pipes with aluminum tubes 
and other modern inventions. 

“You get a pipe properly con- 
structed, you treat it right in the 
beginning and you take care of it 
the way I tell you and you'll never 
have anything but a cool sweet 
smoke,” Jost explained and then

Cooking Pointers 

If doughnuts crack in the cook- 
ing, use less baking powder in the 
recipe.

When making berry pies, cut the 
lower crust half an inch larger than 
the top crust and fold it over like 
ahem.

Flavor the stewed tomatoes with 
minced onion, a little chopped cel- 
ery, sugar, salt, pepper and three 
or four cloves and let simmer to- 
gether for three-fourths hour.

Congress for $29,000,000, to be 
used in a two-year program to im- 
prove the security of the Panama 
Canal, certainly seems unwise at 
this time. It has been fairly well 
settled in the minds of most mili- 
tary authorities that the United 
States can never be invaded suc- 
cessfully by sea. The increasing 
range and bombing efficiency of the 
airplanes makes it almost a certi- 
tude that battleships, except for 
ostentatious displays of strength, 
are definitely dead as effective in- 
struments of aggression which must 
be carried on at long distances or 
upon countries with sufficient air 
defenses. 

Therefore, conceding that we are 
subject to invasion, 20 bombers 
could (as proved in the Wake Islan 
maneuvers) destroy a fleet of 50 
super-dreadnoughts. In the event 
of an air attack, which certainly 
is the most logical strategy on the 
part of a foreign Power, no matte. 
how well the Panama Canal was 
protected nor how fast eur battle- 
ships get through, they would be 
entirely ineffectual against air 
bombers. 

Furthermore, the logic used in 
improving the Canal is that our 
ships in the Pacific could get to 
the Atlantic and vice versa, in case 
‘of an attack from that direction. 


multaneous attacks could be made 
on both coasts by air, or that an in- 
vasion could be started on one 
coast, to draw the battleships there, 
and as soon as they were away a 


the other coast. It would take an 
astronomer to envision how many 
ships would be required to effect- 
ively defend both coasts. In any 
case, by the time our present fleet 
shuttled back and forth between 
the two coasts, via the Panama Ca: 
nal, the war would be over. 

It is unimaginable that the offi- 
cers of the navy, and the President, 
can be so ignorant of the demon- 
strated strategic superiority of air 
defenses, as to want to continue 
sinking millions into outmoded sea 
defenses which could be easily shat- 
tered in one incisive air raid: $29.- 
000,000 would buy at least 70 bomb- 
ers, each of which could cover at 
least 2000 miles more daily than the 
most efficient battleship. Need 
more be said? METTERNICH.
